TULAROSA, N.M. (AP) — Air 
Force Capt. Joseph Kittinger to­ 
day made a successful parachute 
jump from 102,200 feet above the 
New Mexico desert. 
The altitude m easurem ent wa* 
not listed as official immediately. 
It may have been as high a* 
103,000 feet. 
The Air Force captain, who wa*

jump, touched the desert at 7:25 
a m. after spending 13 minutes, I 
seconds in descent. 
The Air Force said the captain 
opened his chute at 17,500 feet 
after a free fall of 4 minutes, 36 
seconds.

The 102,200-feet altitude was t 
record for manned balloon flight: 
in an open gondola.

The G reek Cypriots, though w el­ 
com ing the departure of the Bri 
tish and the achievem ent of self 
governm ent, feel cheated because 
their desire to unite with G reece 
is ruled out by the Zurich and 
London agreem ents under which 
the new state is set up. 
The G reeks also com plain that 
the T urkish Cypriot m inority has 
been given alm ost equal status 
in affairs of state.
